From Lone Survivor in Lucid

Pitiful Wreck of a Brave Man Is Robert Moore, 


Almost Crazed by His Harrowing Experi- 
ences While Trying to Save His 


Passengers.

MIAMI, Fla., March 25.—Through 


the swollen lips of a lone, delirious 
survivor, there dribbled today the 


fateful story of the flying boat, Miss 
Miami. and the five passengers who 
laughingly boarded her Wednesday 
for a holiday voyage. The narrative 
came in fragments from a man who 
alternately babbled piteously, and 
entreated a strange woman whom he 
called ‘‘Mother,”’ not to leave him. 

This afflicting wreck of a brave 
man was Robert Moore, pilot of the 
craft, and his condition was the re- 
sgilt of two days and nights in the 
gea, clinging to the wreckage of his 
boat, during which period three 
women died in his arms, and two 
men were swept away and to death 
by the thrashing. waves. 

Almost Crazed by Experience. 

The sympathetic stranger was 
Mrs. J. Stewart Williams, a pass- 
enger on the tanker William Greene, 
which rescued Moore early this 
morning. With his courage and his 
senses literally battered out by the 
heavy seas, the pilot conceived the 
woman who sympathetically bathed 
his distorted face, as his mother, and 
refused to be transferred to the sub 
chaser which had been sent out to 
take him off, unless the woman went 
with him. She remained on the 
tanker, but another woman took her 
place. Moore did not distinguish 
the change. 

With three women and two men— 
Mr. and Mrs. August Bulte and Mr. 
and Mrs. Lawrence E. Smith, all of 
Kansas City, and Mrs. J. E. Dick- 
son, of Memphis—the Miss Miami 
took off Wednesday for Bimini. 
Forced down 15 miles from their 
destination by a broken propeller, 
they were not seriously alarmed un- 
til night came on without a _ ship 
having sighted them. 

But the wind came up, and the 
seas began to wash over the craft. 
The men worked the pumps, and 
the women clung together, praying 
for morning and succor. As Thurs- 
day dawned, however, it brought dis- 
aster. An unexplained obstruction 
opened a leak in one of the pon- 
toons, and the boat began filling. 
The women were now frantic with 
terror. 

Smith became exhausted from 
pumping. Bulte, an older man, was 
tiring. They could not keep pace 
with the leak. It was not until the 
crippled craft capsized. Smith and 
Bulte each hed) their wives, Moore 
taking Mrs. Dickson, and the three 
men managed to drag the three 
women On top of the wreckage. But 
the exposure had been too much. 
After fainting seven times, and be- 
ing revived with increasing dificulty 
each time, Mrs. Dickson expired in 
the pilot's arms, and he alowed her 
body to float away in the trough of 
the sea. 

Mrs. Bulte was Also suffering 
heavily. Moore climbed over to the 
Bultes, and endeavored to help her. 
Before long, however, she succumb- 
ed, and her body went the way of 


Mrs. Dickson’s. The Smiths had 
been terribly depressed by these 
successive tragedies. Mrs. Smith be- 
came virtually unconscious, and died, 
in turn, in Moore’s arms. As her 
despairing husband saw the lifeless 
form of his wife .washed away, he 
‘let go, and followed her to the wet 
grave. Bulte and Moore were left. 

That was on Friday morning. The 
two men hung on desperately. Hours 
passed. Whether ships passed ob- 
liviously by, is uncertain. The raving 
pilot says that nine vessels came 
within sight, one so close that he 
could read her name. He waved a 
pocket handkerchief, he says, but 
suffered the bitter despair of seeing 
her steam on, and out of vision. 


Bulte’s hour came. He had been 
praying for help. He realized that 
he could endure no longer. Handing 
Moore a roll of currency containing, 
according to rumor, $2000, he whis- 
pered hoarsely: “You're a young 
man—maybe you can come through. 
I can't—God help you—good-by!”’ 
His numbed fingers relaxed; he was 
gone. 

Five were dead; the strengti of 
the rugged young pilot was ebbing 
fast now. He doubted that help would 
come. He couldn't last very long. It 
‘had been es and ages since that 
propeller splintered. Wednesday, it 
had been. This was Friday evening. 
Dusk was coming on. Doubtless he 
had looked upon his last sun. But 
he would fight it out. As well make 
a grim end. With a piece of rope 
he lashed his neck to a piece of the 
wreckage. That would hold his 
head above the water if he be- 
came unconscious. It might stran- 
gle him, too, but there was no help 
for that.
